It is known that the bill can be defeated 
by between five and eight majority. The 
Randall democrats are ‘‘laying low’’ in order 
not to expose themselves to outside influences. 
Should Mr. Randall decide to defeat the bill, 
fifteen men on the democratic side would vote 
with him to doso. Three or four independents 
in the house are opposed to the measure, and 
there will hardly be even three republicans 
who will vote forthe bill, it matters not how it 
is amended, and with Mr. Randall’s following, 
fifteen democrats, the passage or defeat of the 
Mills bill isin his hands. Now the only thing 
left Mr. Mills todo if he desires to pass his 
bill is to amend itin such a manner as to get 
the support of Mr. KRandall. Mr. Mills 
recognizes this “ and has called a 
caucus for next week for the 
purpose of considering all amendments the 
democrats might choose to make, and when an 
amendment is adopted, the party will feel 
bound to vote for itin the house. When an 
amendment is rejected in caucus, the demo- 
crats will oppose it in the house. The purpose 
is to setile all internal differences in caucus, so 
as to secure perfect harmony in the party on 
the floor of the house. Mr. Randall will 
probably attend the caucus, but unless the 
amendments which he might offer are agreed 
to, he will announce that he will not be bound 
by it, but if the ways and means committee 
and their followers will agree to his propo- 
sition, a bill can be passed and the time neces- 
Sary to be taken up with amendments will be 
shortened. If they refuse, itis safe to say that 
the bill will be defeated. 

Senator Voorhees will probably be absent 
for a week, and the senate continues in the old 
rut, although the Voorhees-Ingalls debate wil! 
long be remembered, and is still the topic of 
discussion.

If this was net the 
case he must respectinlly decline to comply 
with the committee’s wishes on the ground 
thatit was a purely persona) matter. 

B. F. Mitchell, general freight agent of the 
Newport News and Mississippi Valley rail- 
road company testified that his road had given 
George Rice lower rates on oil than had ever 
been given the Standard Oil company, or its 
affiliations. Rates were generally - abn the 
same before the passage of the interstate com- 
merce actas they were now. The company 
had made a mileage rate on petroleum cars re- 
turned empty from the south, but had never 
received any money from this source because 
no cars were returned empty. 

A. B. Crosby, and Frank G €, manager 
ofthe eastern division of the Standard Oil 
company of Kentucky, testified that the Stan- 
dard had always paid full rates on tank and 
barrelled oil out of Atlanta and other southern 
points. More than half of the oil consigned 
“me the north to southern coast towns was in 
tanks. 

George Rice, of Marietta, Ohio, an oil re- 
finer and producer, and an opponent of the 
Standard Oil company, testified that he had 
been charged thirty cents per barrel on oil 
shipped from Macksburg to Marietta, while 
Brundred & Dale, a Standard affiliation, paid 
only fifteen cents. Subsequently the rate was 
advanced five cents on witness, and reduced 
five cents on his competitors’ shipments. 
Brundred & Dale were allowed twenty-five 
cents on each barrel transported for 
witness, Witness further stated that he was 
building up a profitable business in the south, 
when the rates on oil were advaneed, in conse- 
quence of an agreement by the agents of dif- 
ferent railroads running south. Ithad also 
been proved in court that witness’ compétitors 
were given notice of the rates that 
were to be charged. Witness  pro- 
duced a statement showing the difference 
between the rates charged witness and 
those charged the Standard, and said that it 
showed that his rates had been advanced from 
10 to 160 per cent, while the Standard’s rates 
remained unchanged. He produced various 
vouchers showing instances where the railroads 
had charged him greater rates than their tariff 
rates. Another source of complaint was the 
practice of carrying tank cars at an 
estimated rate which was less’ than 
the real weight. The resultof these discrimi- 
nations is thatin the period of five months, 
witness was compelled to shut up fourteen out 
of twenty-four agencies, and quit supplying 
thirty-nine out of severty-three towns. Busi- 
ness was reduced in volume about four-fifths. 
Witness was compeNed to pay the inspecto! of 
oils in Georgia and Kentucky, under the 
state laws, 100 per,cent more than 
the Standard paid, pMAuse his oil was in 
barrels and the Standard’s in tanks, and in 
order to ascertain whether the increased prices 
paid by witness, over those paid by the Stand- 
ard were due to that his oil wasjin barrels and 
witness had written to officers of the Louisville 
and Nashville, the Newport News, and Mis- 
sissippi Valley, and other railroads, asking if 
the same rates would be given him on tank 
cars that were given the Standard, but never 
received any answer to his letters. . Witness 
was next questioned with regard to a letter 
written by Chess, Carley & Co., a Standard 
affiliation, to theLouisville and Nashville rail 
road, ending 

“Pleas: turn on another screw.” 

He said that five days after that letter was 
written his rates were raised fifty per cent. 
One screw, witness said, was sufticient in the 
case and that screw had a very coarse thread.

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GENERAL SHERMAN’S FAREWELL 


To His Companions of the Loyal Legion— 
fis Speech. 

CIXCINNATI, May 3.—At the annual dinner 
of the Loyal Legion last night, General Sher- 
man, commander, presided and was toast- 
master. He intimated in the beginning that 
brevity was desirable, as some of his compan- 
ions were growing old. His remarks were lis- 
tened to with marked attention, especially 
when’‘at nearly two o’clock in the morning he 
arose to say good-bye. It was felt by many 
that this would probably be his last appear- 
ance, as he has declined a re-eloction, and his 
residence in New York makes it inconvenient 
for him to attend. Almost death-like stillness 
prevailed. The general spoke with feeling of 
the extraordinary scene. He said it was de- 
lightful to see sucha body of men together 
so strong physically and mentaily and to 
hear such speeches. He was sure no European 
country could produce such a gathering, yet 
he had seen similar meetingsall over this land 
from Maine to Puget Sound—even in New 
Orleans and Atlanta. The lessons of patriotism 
and loyalty to the flag inculcated here, he 
begged{sl is companions to carry home with 
them and teach them to their children and 
erandchildren, and with this he said farewell, 
asking the cominandery to join in singing 
‘‘America.”’

Foraker, General Willard Warner, of Ala- 
bama; Ex-President Hayes, Colonel Dyer, of 
St. Louis; Captain Thomas Speed,. of Louis- 
ville; General John P. Rea, of Minneapolis, 
and Colonel Smith A. Whitfield, of Cincin- 
nati.

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WOMEN AS DELEGATES. 


The Question Discussed by the Methodist 
General Conference. 

New York, May 3.—In the Methodist con- 
ference a great part of today’s session was 
given up to the discussion of the adverse re- 
port upon the eligibility of women as dele- 
gates, andSRev. Dr. O. H. Potts, of Michigan, 
opened the debate. He advocated the admis- 
sion of woman as delegates. He said: 

More than two thirds of the churches are women. 
Have they no rights? Are they notto have some- 
thing to say on the government of the church, 
which they aid most in supporting? Without wo- 
men over half of the churches would cease to ex- 
ist. The Methodist church is too progressive and 
democratic to entertain the faint brutality dis- 
played toward women and advocate their subjec- 
tion. 

After paying a high tribute to the character 
of women, the speaker closed by saying: 

Iam deaf. That is a great misfortune, but I 
sooner would be struck dumb than that this tongue 
of mine shoujd utter one word against the admiss- 
ion of women. 

The speaker was loudly applauded, not only 
by the ladies, but by delegates as well.

MAKE A TRIP OVER THE NEW ROAD. 


Scenes Along the Route—A Speech from 
Governor Gordon—An Elegant Lunch 
The Return to Macon. 


Macon, Ga.,April 3.—[{Special.}—This morn- 
ing a special train went up from here to Mad- 
ison, carrying alarge and interested party on 
tin inspection tour. The trip was arranged by 
Colonel E. C. Macken, complimentary to Mr. 
Alexander Brown, of the immense banking 
firm of Brown & Sons, of New York, Baltimore 
and London, and who is deeply interested in 
the Covington and Macon, and Mr. 
J. Howard Sweetzer, senior member 
of the well-known wholesale dry goods firm of 
Sweetzer, Pembrook & Co., of New York, who 
is also interesjed in the road, and who has ac- 
complished much good in its behalf among the 
financiers of New York. Mr. Brown went up 
the road about three months ago, but at that 
time Monticello was the terminus. Today's 
trip was the first undertaken by Mr. Sweetzer 
over the road. 

Among the invited guests were F. 8. John- 
ston, C. A. Caldwell, of Macon; Superintend- 
ent A. J. McEvoy, Colonel Frobele, general 
manager; Colonel F.C Machen, contractor; 
Captain L. W. Robert, civil engineer; Mrs. 
Gould, stockholder; Chas. Campbell, of the 
Macon Telegraph, and the following gentle- 
men connected with the Atianta, Birmingham 
and Kansas City railroad: Judge Herman, 
president, of New York; Messrs. S. C. Little- 
tield, W. C. Burbage, Dr. W. Bunaugh and 
W. L. Fulton, of Brunswick. 

At Monticello the fcllowing were added: 
Messrs. John Kelly, Henry MclLurer, E. P. 
Smith and H. D. Capers. 

The party assembled at the depot at 8 o’clock. 
Half an hour later clever John Holmes, con- 
ductor, shouted all aboard, and Engineer Rob- 
inson pulled the throttle valve of the engine 
‘Empire State’ wide open, and amid the 
waving of handkerchiefs, the train containing 
the inspecting party started, with full speed 
for Madison. The run from Macon to Martins, 
a distance of fifteen miles, was made in twenty 
minutes. Here a stop was necessary in order 
to give a message from the train. After 
leaving this station an average speedof twenty 
miles an hour was sustained, with a view to 
enable party to' thoroughly inspect the country, 
for after leaving this station,the road becomes a 
novelty toa quick cye and prompt observer 
It would be impossible to note the manner in 
which it was built. Asthe altitude of Madi- 
son is about feur hundred feet higher than 
Macon, and the distance is only seventy-three 
miles, it would not seem to be much of an up- 
grade to build the road, but after taking into 
consideration the broken ranges that traverse 
this portion of the state in every conceivable 
direction, and what gaps or valleys that must 
intervene between them, the difficulty assumes 
terrible proportions, and causes doubts as to 
whether it is possible for a substantial railroad 
to occupy thisregion. But the surveycrs, taking 
the natural lay of the land into more than 
what it appeared to be, used these seeming 
obstacles for what it would take years of labor 
and millions of dollars to accomplish—that is, 
they surveyed the line on the very top of one 
ridge. which, for a distance of forty-seven 
miles, ranin a direct line to Madison, and as 
surveyed it was built. This can be plainly 
seen at almost any time by glancing 
out of the windows. The eye can see 
for a distance, varying trom = eight 
to twelve miles, and perhaps greater, seeming 
to look in a‘downward direction. On every 
side could be seen farmers busily fengaged 
in planting, plowing and making other prepa- 
rations for reaping the harvest. Cotton was 
sprouting, while corn was over a foot high and 
oats were waving ata height varying, accord- 
ing to the attention given the soil, from two to 
three feet. 

At one of the stations afarmer, whose suc- 

cess is attributed to his zeal, said that of a 
ceatainty the Covington and Macon railroad 
was a blessing to Jones, Putnam, Jasper, 
Morgan and Bibb counties, ‘‘for you see I have, 
up to this time, been only able to buy two tons 
a guano for fertilizing purposes, because 
I lived twenty miles from any station, and I 
could not afford to buy more, and consequently 
I planted less. Sometimes the neighbors and 
I would unite and buy three tons apiece, but 
even then it employed so many men and 
wasted five or six days, which could be spent 
better otherwise, but now I am only two miles 
from a station on the Covington and Macon, 
and am so proud that for once I can attend to 
my farming, knowing that I will be more than 
successful. Why, now, I have already bought 
six tons of guano, and the expense in obtaining 
that amount is notas heavy when obtaining two 
so you see what a blessing .this road is to this 
grand old section of the state. I plant more, 
consequently I reap more, andin doing so I 
sell more.”’ 

The road hauls more, Waste land is made 
useful and the farmers are happy, and such 
was the entire satisfaction all along the route. 
At 12 o’clock the train reached the junction of 
the Georgia railroad one mile from Madison. 
Here, to the surprise and delight of the in- 
specting party, Governor Gordon boarded the 
train. He was warmly received and wel- 
comoed. Five minutes after twelve the depot 
was reached, the party disembarked 
and strolled into the little 
city of Madison. They repaired 
to the courthouse where, in a hearty manner, 
they were welcomed by Colonel Hill, Mr. W. 
R. McHenry and W. A. Bordan, after which 
calls were made for Colonel Machen, who 
responded by saying as he was not a speaker, 
he did not know what to say, but did state in 
the most impressive words that the Covington 
and Macon road was finished to Madison, and 
it would show Madison what a live road could 
do for her. 

Calls were then made for Governor Gordon. 
He arose and addressing the listeners as his 
friends, soon proved to them that by Macon 
and Madison being connected in commerce by 
ties of steel the section in which the road 
traversed would most bountifully yield the in- 
crease in exchange for manufactures. His 
speech was a just compliment to Colonel 
Machen. 

Colonel Frobell, Alexander Brown, 8S. C. 
Littlefield, J. H. Sweetzer and Judge Herman 
responded to calls andin the most fitting 
words expressed their opinion of the Coving- 
ton and Macon, and how and what it suffered, 
and why it accomplished its intended results, 
giving all due honors for the zeal, labor and 
perseverance of Colonel Maehen. 

The party then returned to the train, where 
an elegant repast whs served, being furnished 
by Manager Crawford, of the Hotel Lanier. 

At half past two the return was commenced, 
reaching Macon at six.

One of the Boldest Robberies That Ever Tooc® 
Piace in Tennessee. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., May 3.—[{Special.]—The 
book and stationery store of Duckwerth & Co,, 
on Church street, opposite the Masonic thea- 
ter, was entered ‘Tne-day night by professional 
burglars,the safe taken intothe backyar’, a ‘k- 
ed opened, and $400 in money, stal oluers 
and checks stolen. It was one ofthe boldest 
burglaries ever committed in Nashville. 
They entered a house in which electric hghts 
burn ali night, removed a safe to the back 
yad, and broke it open, while menin the ex- 
press oftice on one side and in Whalley’s 
restaurant on the other, were liable at any 
moment to detect them from the windows.

“After 
Jeducting what Ineed toliveon,’” said the 
planter, ‘‘I am short $1,000 necessary to pay 
off the mortgage.’”’ The lawyer looked 
at the life bill long and earnestly, and at 
last, putting his finger on one 
item of $500, asked: ‘‘What is this for?’’ 
‘That is to go to Saratoga, sir; I never miss a 
trip to Saratoga.’’ Another $500 item was 
pointed out, when the planter indignant- 

ly explained: ‘That, sir, is for wines and 
sigars; people must live, you know!” And 
yet it acaaiabend to this man that he could 
' forego Saratoga, wines and cigars for one year, 
andthus be released from debt. YThereisa 
new class of rice-planters, however, grown up 
since the war, who are making money. They 
stay at home, live frugally and husband their 
resources, and as a consequence are doing 
well.

While congress is 
painfully striving to mitigate the hardships of the 
internal revenue law, the federal judge ofthe south- 
ern Georgia district and the able Savannah bar have 
done the work, The decision speaks for itself, and 
on account of its great importance it is given in 
full;

Cirenit Court of the United States, Eastern Divis- 
ion, Southern District of Georgia: The United States 
vs. Otto Johannesen. Criminal information, viola- 
tion section 2865 revised statutes. Filed January 
24, 1887. The United States vs. Otto Johannesen. 
Criminal information, violation sections 3244 and 
3242 revised statutes. Filed January 24,°1887. Du- 
Pont Guerry, attorney for the United States, Den- 
mark & Adams, attorneys for the defendant, De- 
cided May 3d, 1888. 

SPEER, J.—Otto Johannesen is prosecuted by in- 
formation for a.violation of section 2365 of the re 
vised statutes, z : 

The punishment therefor isa fine not exceeding 
five thousand dollars, or imprisonment for any term 
not exceeding two years, or both in the discretion 
of the court, 

He isalso prosecuted for a viotation of sections 
$242 and 3244 of the revised statutes. 

These are directed against breaches 
of the internal revenue laws. In the first count of 
the information last mentioned, he is charged with 
carrying on the business of a wholesale liquor 
dealer. The punishment isa fine of “not less than 
one thousand dollars, nor more than five thousand 
dollars, ani imprisonment not less than six months 
bor more than two years.” 

In the last count he is charged with carrying on 
the business of a retail liquor dealer. 

The pfinishment is the same on both counts. 

To both informations the defendan{, demurs upon 
the cround that in each of the three charges he is 
accused of an ‘infamous crime,’ and can be pro- 
ceeded against only by indictment or presentment 
of the grand jury, 

It is difficult to overestimate the importance and 
comprehensiveness of the question raised by this 
demurrer. It is has been the steady practice of the 
officers of the gove:nment in the courts of the 
United States to prosecute upon the information 
of the United tates atiorney a very large class 
of cases, which,f if the demurrer is well 
grounded in law can be prsecuted by indictment or 
presentment only. Nodoubt thereare pending at 
this time many g@these cases and many prisoners 
may now be confined upon sentences on such in- 
formation. 

These informations are chiefly used to prosecute 
violations of the internal revenue laws. All cases 
of distillation, carrving on the business of a retail 
or wholesale liquor dealer, manufacturing stills, 
rectifying, removing distilled spirits on which the 
tax has not been paid, and, in fact, a large propor 
tion of the crimes against the general government 
for the violation of internal revenue laws are prose- 
cuted in this manner. Thesefacts are stated that 
the magnitude of the question may be perceived. 

The supreme court of the United Siates in the 
case of Mackin, and another versus the United 
States, 117 U. S. p. 348, have rendered an elaborate 
and exhaustive decision upon this question, and 
upon this case the defendant here relies, The pros- 
ecution was under section 440 ofthe revised statutes. 

The punishment prescribed was a penalty of ‘not 
less than one thousand and not more than ten thous- 
and dollars,” and imprisonment not more than two 
years” a 

In the circuit court the judges were devided in 
Opinion upon several questions of law and among 
them the following: ‘ Whether the crime charged was 
infamous within the meaning of the constitution of 
the United States, and whether the defendant would 
be held to answer other than on the presentment or 
indictment of the grand jury?” These questions 
were certified to the supreme court. Mr. Justice 
Gray, for the court, quoting that clause of the 5th 
amendment to the constitution which declares 
“that no person shall be held to answer & capitair 
otherwise infamous crime, unless on a presentment 
‘or indictment of grand jury,”’ 
clearness and force in the discussion of the question 
in which the liberty of the citizen andthe well be- 
ing of the community is so§ vitally involved, 

He declares the ‘test’ by which to 
determine whether the prosecution can te 
maintained by information, “is whetherthe crime 
is one for which the statutes authorize the court to 
award an infamous punishment, not 
whether the punishment ultimately awarded 
is an infamous one; when the accused 
is in danger of being subjected to an infamous pun- 
ismentif convicted, he has the right to insist that 
he shall not be put upon his trial except on the:c- 
cusation of the grand jury. Nodeclaration of con- 
gress is needed to secure, or competent to defeat the 
constitutional safeguard. What punishmeht shall Le 
consridered as infamous, may be affected by the 
changes of public opinion from one age to another; 
and for more than a century imprisonment at hard 
labor inthe state prison or penitentiary has been 
considcrei an infamous punishment in England and 
America,’”’ citing ex-parte Wilson, 114 U. 8. 417, 
and distingishing Hurtado vs. Calitornia, 110 U., 8S. 
516; United States ys Waddell 112 U. 8, 76; Kentz vs 
Moffatt 115 U. &, 437. 

Attention is then called In tae decision to the ex- 
press provisions of the acts of congress, revised stat- 
utes, sections 5,541, 5,512 and 5,539, by which it is 
provided that a sentence of the United States courts 
‘“toimprisonment tor a period longer than one 
year;’’ or asentence “‘to imprisonment and confine- 
ment to hard labor may be ordered to be executed 
in a state prison or penitentiary; and that the con- 
vict while thus imprisoned is “subject tothe same 
discipline and treatment asconvicts sentenced by 
the courts of the state. Thecourt holds that it has 
not been found necessary to consider Low far a cou- 
vict from a United States court can be putto work 
in & state penitentiary when not in terms sentenced 
to hard labor, or, to use the language of the court, 
“we cannot doubt that at the present day, imprison. 
mentin a state prison or penitentiary, wi r with- 
out hard labor, is aninfamous punishment, It is 
not only so considerea in the general opinion of the 
people, but it has been recognized 
as such in the legislation of the states 
and territories as well as of congress. Thus we see 
how the liberalizing and humane tendencies of the 
law are advanced by the progressive steps of that 
most iilustrious tribunal. In ex parte WilSon, 
supra, the holding wasthat @ crime punishable by 
hard lator in the state prisom or penitentiary is in- 
famous. Now, itisheld that imprisonment in the 
state prison or penitentiary is infamous; it follows 
lozically that since the defendant, Johannesen, 
can invoke the ‘‘test’”’ established, namely, that the 
court might award an infamous punishment be- 
cause he may be imprisoned in a state prison or 
penitentiary, subject to the same discipline and 
treatment as convicts sentenced by the courts of the 
state, and for this cause that he is entitled to the 
benefit of the constitutional provisions that he may 
not be held toanswer the charge unless upon pre- 
sentment or indictment by a grand jury. This was 
the finding of a unanimous court, 

In ex parte Bayne, 121 U. 8., p. 1, the holding is 
reiterated, Mr. Justice Miller delivering the opinion 
again ofa unanimous conrt. 

Startling as isthe proposition to a people who 
have been habituated to prosecution upon informa- 
tion in cases of this character the practice must 
cease, and hereafter the courts of the United States 
will take no action in the large class ot cases where 
imprisonmentin the stute prison or penitentiary 
may result, give after presentment or indictment 
by the grand jury. Thisis now the “law of the 
land,” as firmly fixed as the equivalent or kindred 
provisions of magna charta, of which Mackintosh 
declares ‘to have produced it, to have preserved it, 
to have matured it, constitute the immortal claim 
of England upon the esteem of mankind.’’ 

It should be a source of profound congratulation 
to the patriotic and law abiding, that even the ap- 
parent necessity to proceed by information in cases 
ofthis class has departed, that the people of a 
unified country are laboring peacefully in the rich 
fields of advancing civilization; that crime is rare: 
that the impartial and law respecting investiga- 
tions of the grand juries will bring to the bar of jus- 
tice the wilful law breaker, but will discounten- 
ance the sinister and malevolent informer who has 
used the powers of the government to purvey to his 
malice or his greed forthe perquisites of the wit- 
ness for prosecution. ,

HENRY POPE'S DEATH. 


Chattooga People Defend Their 
Course. 


They Believe That There Was No Doubt 
of Pope's Identity With the 
Guilty Man. 


SUMMERVILLE, Ga., May 3.--[Special-]—The 
people of this county resent the strictures 
made upon their lynching of Henry Pope, and 
present the facts in the case as follows: 

It was late in the afternoon of February 3d, 
1887, near the home of the victim that Miss 
Minnie Kendrick was assaulted and outraged 
by a brutal negro. The fiend was described by 
Miss Minnie, and a number of negroes were 
brought before her for identification, all of 
of whom were promptly and unhesitatingly 
exhonorated until Henry Pope was tracked 
from this county to Alabama and arrested and 
brought before her at Summerville, when 
upon seeing him she quickly exclaimed 
“that is the guilty man,’’ and fell fainting 
into the arms of her relatives. 
Kendrick is a bright country girl, of remarka- 
ble nerve for one of her age, going through the 
trying ordeal of two trials of Henry Pope, 
maintaining at all times that she cannot be 
mistaken as to his identity, that ho is the 
guilty wretch beyond question. A number of 
witnesses at the first trial located Pope in this 
county on the 30th of January. On the part of 
the defense, witnesses located Pope in Ala- 
bama from the 25thof January tothe 17th 
February. Two orthreeof the defendant’s 
Witnesses were positive that he was there (in 
Alabama) on the 2d day of February. 

Atthe last trial, March, 1888, the defend- 
ant’s witnesses did not attend the court, after 
promising the defendant’s attorney that they 
would surely attend. Their testimony was ad- 
mitted, however, and read from the 
record. Several new witnesses were ex- 
amined at this trial onthe partof the state, 
two of whom, George Wood and A. J. Herndon, 
creditable men. Woods stated that on Satur- 
day, January 29, he came to town to purchase 
some whisky for his brother-in-law, Turner. It 
being election day,he failed to procure the whis- 
ky. Turner being very sick with measles, 
Woods returned to Summerville Sunday morn- 
ing, obtained a certificate of Dr. Calhoun, 
and purchased the whisky and returned to 
Turner’s house, one mile above town. While 
at the gate near the road Pope passed. He 
recognized the prisoner to be the man he saw. 
The certificate was exhibited in court and was 
dated January 30, 1887. 

J.J. P. Henry, John Kellett and Joe Kel- 
lett testified that they saw Pope on the same 
day. Joe having just recovered from measles, 
was up and commenced work the next morn- 
ing for Mr. Henry, as was shown by Mr. 
Henry’s books. All these parties lived 
about 500 yards further out beyond Mr. 
Turner, on the same road. Mr. Herndon, 
a prominent and reputable citizen of the 
county, did not attend the first trial of Pope, 
but recognized him as the same negro he saw 
within three-quarters of a mile of Mr. Ken- 
drick’s house on the evening prior to the date 
ofthe commission of the crime. He stated 
that he was passing by an old house on the 
side of the rool going from his home to mill: 
saw the negro lying on some lumber in the 
house, the weatherboarding being off next the 
road. He stopped, lo¢ked at the negro care- 
fully, and could not be mistaken about Pope 
being the one th@ he saw. Various other 
witnesses corroborated the above by circum- 
stances which could do otherwise to reasonable 
minds but overcome the defendant’s alibi. 
The defendant’s witnesses, while three of 
them were positive that Pope was in Alabama 
on the 3d day of February, connected his 
presence there on that date with the death of 
a mule belonging to one George Kite, but out 
of seventy-five other hands at work in the 
same coaling with Pope could not locate 
but one other on that date. The witnesses for 
the defense from Alabama were conscientious 
in their statements, they are good men, and 
would not knowingly swear falsely, but to take 
the testimony of Miss Kendrick, corroborated 
by a number of good men that located Pope in 
this county near the time the crime was com- 
mitted, weigh them in the balances, and the 
alibi is not sufficient, at least twenty-four as 
good men as can be found in any. state have 
said by their verdict, that Pope is guilty—has 
any one individual a right to doubt the justice 
of their verdict? 

The outraged and indignant public have 
watched this case with wonderful forbearance, 
the accused has had two fair and impartial 
trials; he has been ab'y re; resented by counsel. 
Everything possible has been developed that 
could be in his favor,and under the law and the 
testimony is guilty of the crime—then why 
should there be executive interference? 
Crimes of this character are sought to be com- 
mitted in the most secluded places, entirely 
remote if possible, from the presence or ear of 
any other than the victim, then is it not a bad 
procedent to discard their positive identifica- 
tion, strongly supported by good substantial 
testimony, and credit wholy a transparent 
alibi? 

His excellency Governor Gordon in his re- 
spite recites that Pope stands convicted with 
assault with attempt torape. Pope was tried 
and convicted in the superior court of Chat- 
tooga county upon an indictment for rape, also 
the respite also states that affidavits, &c., go to 
show that Pope was over fifty miles away from 
the scene of the crime on said date in the state 
of Alabama, such is not the testimony of any 
witness upon the stand in this court, as 
all show that it is not more 
than thirty miles away. This _ respite 
evidently hastened Pope’s death, the law 
would certainly not have been interferred 
with, had not the parties directly concerned 
believed thatthis respite indicated a commnu- 
tation of sentence. While, peMftaps, only 25 
or 30 persons were engaged in the lynching of 
Henry Pope, the law-abiding citizens of Chat- 
tooga county can not feel otherwise than that 
justice has been done. The coroner held an in- 
quest today, the jury rendered a verdict of 
hanging by unknown parties.

A SHARP COLLOQUY 


In the House During the Tariff 
Debate. 


Mr. Wilson Replies to Mr. Lodge by Ouot- 
ing from the Life of Alexander Ham- 
ilton Written by the Latter. 


WASHINGTON, May 3.—Mr. Belmont, of 
New York, presented and the house adopted 
the conference report on the joint resolution 
accepting, on behalf of the United States, the 
invitation of the French republic to take part 
in the international exhibition to be held in 
Paris in 1889. [The commissioner represent- 
ing the United States will receive a salary of 
$10,000. 

The house then went into committee of the 
whole (Mr. Springer, of Illinois, in the chair) 
on the tariff bill.] 

Mr. Wilson, of West Virginia, member of 
the ways and means committee, said that the 
opponents of the bill represeyted an issue to 
advocate free trade or protection. It was 
really an effort of the people to recover the 
right to tax themselves. The rule that only 
those who paid taxes should impose taxes was 
the universal test of free government, but af- 
ter twenty-five years of protection, private in- 
terests were so entrenched in the tariff, and 
had so never bore public interests that they re- 
garded it as their exclusive domain, and re- 
sented the intreusion of the people as that of 
trespassers. In this tone and with this assump- 
tion they spoke through the press, and even 
through their advocates on this floor. This 
Wis not new. Six years ago, when a demand 
came from the country for a reduction of taxes 
so urgent that not even the republican con- 
gress could neglect it, the chairman of the 
committee of ways and means came into this 
house, not with a bill to reduce the peopie’s 
taxes or stay the unnecded flow of their money 
into the treasury, but with a set argument to 
prove that the people’s representatives were 
not capable of framing a bill to tax the people. 
The forty-seventh congress vielded to this ar- 
gument and humbly invited the protected in- 
terest to make known their wishes to congress 
through the commission, a@ majority of whom 
they were permitted to select. But the privi- 
lege grows with what it feeds upon, and even 
rises to higher tones. The time was when the 
test of loyalty to the country was devotion to 
the union in the struggle for its preservation. 
Lately, however, the country had been told 
that even a McClellan and a Hancock must be 
ranked as allies of the confederacy, because of 
their disloyalty to a. particular party; but 
in this debate now a test had been set 
up and we have heard the name 
of a citizen who stands before the world as the 
foremost living representative of American lit- 
erature; with a long and honorable record of 
public service behind him; a poet whose words 
in days past, like Luther’s words, had been 
“‘battles’’ for freedo@a, connected with that 
of Benedict Arnold becanse he would not bow 
down to the fetich of protection. He repelled 
Mr. Burrows’s criticism of the manner in 
which this bill was prepared, saying that such 
criticisms could not justly be made by those 
who stood for the defense of the existing law. 
He said that, while oua tariff rates were run- 
hing up from 18 to 48 per cent during the war 
and immediately thereafter, every intercst 
that wished to become a parasite on the 
people was permitted to dictate its 
own terms, and those terms still re- 
mained. The so-called revision of 
1883 soon turned into a& struggle 
between the captains of industry for an in- 
crease of their bounties and was finally thrown 
into a secret conference committee, where 
higher rates were given them. Neither house 
had dared to votein public, and the matter 
was then hurried through congress without 
being sifted or read; Suppose the pending 
bill was prepared in secret? Thre was all dif- 
ference in the world between a bill prepared 
in secret and then presented for months of 
debate and examination in congress and before 
the people, and a law made in secret and hur- 
ried on the statute book without anybody but 
the conclave that made it, understanding its 
provisions. He criticized the claim of the 
minority that it had reduced taxes 
and said that whatever reductions had 
been made  had_ relieved property, 
and thrown the burdens on those least able to 
bear them, so that the tariff could well sav, 
‘Whoever else escapes my exactions, the poor 
I have always with me.”’ There was nothing, 
he said, ‘‘that so vexed a genuine protectionist 
as a tax that went into the treasury. If he 
could not invent a law for tranferring a large 
part of it into the pockets of the men who 
earned it to somebody’s pocket who did not 
earn it, he wipes it from the statute book, and 
in this way alone had taxes been lessened 
since the war. Hedeclared that, as in the 
past, so now there was no statesmanship in the 
republican party to deal with this great ques- 
tion of surplus. 

Mr. Kelley had called his democratic col- 
leagues bourbons, and then almost immediately 
said he would deal with the surplus after the 
principles of Colbert and his great pupil, Em- 
peror Napoleon. But Colbert was minister of 
the chief of bourbons, and neither Colbert nor 
Napoleon were teachers, to whom a citizen of 
a free republic could turn for instruction as to 
laying or expending taxes. It was Colbert 
who built up his master navy by chaining to 
the galley thousands of innocent citizens, just 
as protection has built up a monopoly by chain- 
ing miilions of farmers and laboring men to its 
service. It was Colbert who defined the art of 
taxation to consist in ‘so plucking the 
goose as to get the greatest possible 
amount of feathers with the least possible 
amount of squalling.’’ There never had been 
a more apt or complete definition of the pro- 
tective tariff. Those who resisted this very 
moderate measure did not reason as they 
prophesied. The privilege had never released 
the people from its tribute without assuming 
the role of Cassandria and prophesying unut- 
terable wees as the immediate consequence. 
Those who were going to blot out the sun, 
moon and stars from our industrial firmament, 
if this bill passed, might quiet their fears if 
they read a few chapters in the past history of 
England and this country. When it came to 
dealing with our own history, protection acted 
on the rule of the Qhio politician to 
claim everything. Whatever we had gained 
in common with all other peoples by our 
efforts and theirs by man’s having control over 
the powers of nature, from the advance of 
science and of invention; whatever added 
wealth had come to us from the rapid settle- 
ment of the great continent, the enterprise 
and industry of its people §and its mineral and 
other resources; all these it calmly pointed 
out as its fruits, although it had aa nothing 
more to do with them than with the motion of 
the planets or the sea. But those things for 
which it is chiefly or partly responsible it 
studiously ignores. He argued at length against 
the claim that the tariff made or maintained 
wages. He contended that with the substitution 
of machinery for labor and the perfection of 
our railroads, and the home market idea was a 
mere myth and that competition which was 
promised as a condition of temporary protec- 
tion from foreign interference was now largely 
neutralized by trusts. 

In discussing the question of rates of wages, 
Mr. Wilson referred to the remarks of Mr. 
Allan, of Massachusetts, as to the prosperity 
of the w earners of Lowell. He wanted to 
compare, he said, the condition of the Lowell 
operatives under the Walker tariff and their 
condition under the present tariff. To show 
their condition under the revenue tariff he 
quoted from Dickens’s ‘‘American Notes,”’ an 
extract highly complimentary of the pros- 

rity and @&elligence of the working men and 
women of Lowell, and to show the reverse of 
the picture he quoted an extract from Pigeon’s 
uestions and New World An- 
swers,’’ in which the condition of the Lowell 
operatives is drawn in dark colors. 

Mr. Lodge, of Massachusetts—Did I under- 
stand the gentleman to say that the passage he 

uoted from Dickens’s ‘American Notes,’ re- 
erred to Lowell under the Walker tariff? 

Mr. Wilson—A bout that time—

In conclusion he said this fight will go on. 
There will be no industrial peace inthe coun- 
try until the tax laws are established upon a 
basis fair to all. [Applause] We will keep 
the country rocking from ocean to ocean until 
we secure justice and fair.dealing among all 
citizens. You may strike down that tribune 
of people at the other end of the avenue, who, 
putting aside all ideas of prudence, spoke out 
that ringing summons that rallied the people 
as nothing else ever did. You may strike 
down the Jeaders of this fight, as you struck 
them down in the last congress and the pre- 
vious oe. Those who hold the standard 
may fall, but other hands will take it up and 
move forward. The spirit of our intelligence 
is behind us. All we can hope for the destiny 
and greatness of this country urges us for- 
ward, and in the language of our speuker, 
‘Whoever may falter; whoever may fail, the 
pene of the country mean that its glorious 


estinies shail be preserved ; that they shall be } 


transmitted unimpaired to prosperity ; that the 
country shall not Salone to monopolists on the 
one hand or to eommunists on the other, but 
shall be, as it was designed to be, of the peo- 
ple, for the people and by the people.”’ 

As Mr. Wilson concluded,he was raptvrously 
applauded by his party friends, while many 
republicans joined in the compliment, and 
amid cries of ‘‘vote,’’ ‘“‘vote,’’ the members 
crowded around Mr. Wilson and warmly con- 
gratulated him upon his speech. 

Mr. Dingley, of Maine, discussed at length 
the president and Mr. Mill’s assumption that 
duties on imported articles which can be pro- 
duced here to the extent of our wants were a 
tax which increased the burdens of the con- 
sumer to the extent, or nearly to the extent, of 
the duty, and he argued that on the contrary 
such duties benefited the consumer by en- 
couraging home industries and securing 
products for less Jabor or service. 

Referring to the charge that protection had 
destroyed our foreign carrying trade, Mr. 
Dingley said it was true this had declined, but 
no more rapidly since the war than in five 
years before the war. The decline in our for- 
eign carrying trade was due not to protection, 
but to the want of protection. Our foreign 
carrying trade had been the only unprotected 
business in the country since 1850, and in con- 
tending, on free trade principles, with foreign 
vessels, it had been driven to the wall, at the 
same time that our protected coastwise trade 
had flourished. Thisshould serve as an ob- 
ject lesson to congress and the country to 
stand by protection and to extend it 
to our shipping in the foreign trade by means 
of direct aid. 

Mr. McKenny, of New Hampshire,said that 
he came to the discussion of this question not 
as afree trader. He believed that the best 
means of collecting funds necessaryfor the sup- 
port of the government, was by a tax on im- 
ports, but he believed that that tax should be 
levied, as faras might be,on luxuries, and 
that as far as might be, the necessaries of life 
should be placed on the free list. He was not 
in favor ofany radical change in the tariff 
laws, for the business of the country was now 
on a high tariff basis, and any radical 
sudden change would disturb business inter- 
ests. Hestrongly advocated the placing of 
wool on the free list, declaring thatit would 
work little injury to the sheep grower, while it 
would greatly benefit the woolen manufact- 
urers and give cheap clothing tothe people. 
It was about time for gentlemen on the other 
side tostop crying out that the democratic 
party was seeking to bring disaster upon the 
country. It was only trying to carry out. the 
fundamental principles of government, and 
apply equal taxes to all communities. It was 
marvelous to witness the love of the other side 
of the house for the American laborer. 
How was that labor protected ? 
Why it was about the only thing 
in which we did have real, simon-pure free- 
trade. 

The committee then rose. 

Mr. Stockdale, of Mississippi, from the com- 
mittee on public lands, reported, and the 
house passed without amendment, the senate 
joint resolution providing that certain public 
lands in Mississippi, Alabama and Arkansas 
shall be sold as offered lands. 

On amotion made by Mr. Engloe, of Ten- 
nessee, the senate bill was passed authorizing 
the Tennessee Midland Railroad company to 
construct a bridge across the Tennessee river 
at some point between the counties of Decatur 
and Perry, Tennessee. 

The house adjourned.

r. Vest opposed it. He proceeded to speak 
of what he called “‘the cattle syndicate:"* ond 
said that the people were helpless and writhing 
under it. It was the most terrible tyranny 
ever exercised. There were five men or firms 
in the city of Chicago which regulated the 
price of cattle every day. They met every 
night and fixed the price for the next day, so 
that these men owned the cattle raisers’ 
property and confiscated it,.as absolutely as if 
they possessed the right to take it from his 
farm without paying him one cent. 

Talk,” said Mr. Vest, “about 
trusts? Talk about pools? The cattle 
pool of Chicago is the most infamous tyranny 
that ever existed in the United States. They 
have got their co}lar on the cattle products of 
the entire west. And I know no remedy for 
it. The statesman who would inventa remedy 
would deserve a monument erected at the cap- 
ital. He would perform the highest benefac- 
tion on the people of the northwest and of the 
cattle raisers of the country.”’ 

Mr. Piumb had also something to say on the 
same subject. In his opinion the worst com- 
bination in the country was the combination 
of beef and pork packers having its headquar- 
ters in Chicago. There was no trust or com- 
bination, Standard Oil trust, sugar trust, cop- 
per trust, or any other trust, that had had so 
powerful or so baleful an influence as that 
combination. Under the operation of this 
trust the prices of cattle, had declined 
unnecessarily and distinctively. It was safe 
to say that on every steer of three years old 
and upwards raised west of the M ississippi 
river during the past five years the market 
value had been, by this combination, reduced 
not less than ten dollars a head. The damage 
to the state of Kansas alone during that period 
of time had been more than $40,000,000; and 
the wealth of the syndicate had grown propor- 
tionately. : 

Mr. Blair spoke in favor of the bill, favoring 
more particularly the commission feature of 
it because of the confidence he felt in the 
judgment and integrity of the appointing 
power (the president) and the confirming power 
(the senate). 

_ The bill then went over and the senate went 
into secret session. 

When the doors were re-opened the bill was 
passed to perfect the quarantine service of the 
United States. It imposes a punishment of a 
fine of not more than $300 or imprisonment for 
not more than 30 days, or both, upon any per- 
son, master, pilot or owner of a vessel entering 
any United States port in violation of the quar- 
antine regulations, framed under the act to 
prevent the introduction of infections or con- 
tagious diseases into the United States. It 
provides for the esta’ lishment of additional 
quarantine stations at the mouth of Delaware 
bay, the entrance of Chesapeake bay, Cape 
Charles on the Georgia coast at or near Key 
West and at several Pacific coast points. Ap- 
propriations are made as follows for the con- 
struction and maintenance of quarantine sta- 
tions: At Delaware breakwater $75,000; Cape 
Charles, Va., $112,000; South Atlantic station, 
Sapelo sound, $38,500; Key West, $88,00; gulf 
quarantine, formerly Ship island, $15,000.

The Colored Vote Dividing. ; 

The republican party of the north will 
mever understand the true condition of 
affairs in the south until it is forced to rec- 
ognize the fact that every negro vote in 
the south does not necessarily represent a 
republican vote. 

The following, from-the St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat, shows that estimable republican 
contemporary to be laboring, as it has been 
for many years, under this misapprehension.

Therepublicans 
have been taught for many years that the 
negroes of the south naturally belonged to 
their party; and whatever skepticism they 
now have, on finding that the colored vote 
is dividing, is due to the fact that they 
actually believe that the colored people of 
the south are bound, hand and foot, to the 
republican party, and that no circumstances 
can arise which willever shake their alle- 


_giance tothat party. 


Just here the republican party will find 
itself seriously mistaken. Every election 
held in the south increases the number of 
colored democratic voters. Of course, the 
republican party will not believe that the 
negroes are not bulldozed at all, because it 
refuses to accept evidence to the contrary, 
and really is opposed to having this idol of 
the party shattered. This faith is ohne of 
the chief points of republican belief, and 
to have it shaken would be to seriously in- 
terfere with the policy of the party. 

Nevertheless, the negroes of the south 
are realizing the more, each day, that it is 
not on the republican but the democratic 
party that they must depend for their future 
welfare.

The 
$8,000 which has been withdrawn from the 
university will fall into the lap of some de- 
serving negro institution in the state, or in- 
to the laps of several, while Mr. Bumstead 
will be able, by dwelling on the supposed 
political reasons that brought about the 
withdrawal, to raise the wind much more 
effectually than John E. Bryant did when 
he was milking the retired merchants of 
Rhode Island for funds with which to edu- 
¢ate the southern whites. 

Bumstead has a much bigger thing than 
Bryant, He need not confine himself to the 
purlieus of Rhode Island. The whole wide 
north is his, and itis to be hoped he will 
raise as much money as he can conveniently 
tote. Meanwhile, the annual appropriation 
of $8,000 will go towards the maintenance 
ofsome institution where only negroes will 
receive the benefit of it, and nobody will be 
burt. 

We mention these facts for the informa- 
tion of our esteemed friend Whittier, who 
might be able to compose a lively ditty on 
the subject, showing that all things work 
for the good of everything.else.

Metropolitan Journalism. 


The conflict between our esteemed mbt- 


ropolitan contemporaries continues with un- 
abated fury. They agree on charging four 
cents apiece fortheir Sunday papers, but 
they agree on nothing else. Quite recently, 
the New York Sun accused Editor Pulitzer, 
of the World, of owning a building in which 
gambling is carried on. 

Editor Pulitzer replied that he had never 
entered the building in question, had signed 
none of the leases, and knew nothing of the 
character of the business carried on under 
its roof. He remarked, further, that he had 
fewer facilities for knowing what was going 
on in the building than the Sun’s reporters, 
and if they had inadvertently lost any mon- 
ey during the course of their investigations, 
be was not to be held responsible therefor. 

This seems, at first glance, to be a very neat 
reply, butit is not genuinely metropolitan 
in tone. It would have been better if Editor 
Pulitzer had come out and declared that 
Editor Dana has been for many years en- 
gaged in running a Turkish bath establish- 
ment, with manicure parlors attathed. 
What the country wants is lively reading, 
and it gepends on the metropolitan journals 
dor this sort of pabulum. 

This reminds us that Colonel Elliott Shep- 
the celebrated religious editor of the 
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Mail and Express, has been the subject of 
some comment on the part of his esteemed 
metropolitan contemporaries. He is charged 
not only with placing extracts from the 
Bible at the head of his editorial columns, 
but also with bearing the stock of the Fifth 
Avenue Transportation company, in order 
to buy in its stock. 

These charges have caused the colonel to 
explain. He prints scripture texts. he says, 
in order that ‘‘the words of our Father in 
Heaven may go with the people where they 
go in the ordinary daily walks of life.”’

A Terrible Tragedy. 

The prohibition excitement bids fair to 
turn Mississippi into a dark and bloody 
ground. 

In yesterday’s issue we gave a brief ac- 
countof the shooting affair at Jackson, In 
which both parties tethe difficulty, Mr. 
John H. Martin and General Wirt Adams, 
were killed. 

This turns out to be one of the many 
tragedies growing out of the famous Hamil- 
ton-Gambrell case. It appears that young 
Martin, the editor of the Jackson New Miss- 
issippian, espoused the cause of Gambrell, 
and in common with other prohibitionists 
harbored great animosity against those who 
took the side af Hamilton. When Hamil- 
ton’s trial came on, General Adams, the 
postmaster of Jackson, was summoned to 
testify as to the character of the accused as 
observed by him during an acquaintance 
dating back to 1842. After he had given 
his testimony, Martin pitched into him in 
his paper as follows: 

“General Wirt Adams, a witness for the defense, 
testified as to Hamilton’s character. The general 
ought to remember that character, like charity, 
should begin at home.”’ 

Again on Apzil 3: ‘Nellie Div kins’s testimony for 
the state has been impeached, but she has this ad- 
yantage of General Wirt Adams, @ witness forthe 
defense: she never gave certificates and was forced, 
after they had been published a year, to admit they 
were utterly false.”’ 

And again today: “People who do not receive the 
New Mississippian regularly will please remember 
that since we exposed the obliquity of General Wirt 
Certificate Adams the yostotfice is endeavoring to 
wreak its spite against this paper in every possible 
way. The paper has to be in the postofiice about a 
half or an hour sooner than the republican paper 
here, or it is made to lie over for another mail. 

“It is strange how mad some men will get when 
the plain truth is told cbout them in print, and yet 
this paper is feeling remarkably well.”’ 

General Adams, when he next met Mar- 
tin, spoke to him in rather strong language 
about these paragraphs, and Martin drew 
his pistol and fired. The general was not 
slow in following suit, and our readers know 
the result. 

General Adams was about seventy years 
old. He fought gallantly in the early Indian 
wars of the southwest, served in the legisla- 
ture, was confederate commissioner to Lou- 
isiana, and was once offered the postmaster 
generalship of the confederacy. During the 
war he made a brilliant reputation as an 
able and daring confederate general. He 
was appointed postmaster at Jackson shortly 
after President Cleveland was inaugurated. 
Of Martin but little is known, He wasa 
hot-headed young man, a rabid prohibition- 
ist, andthe enemy of all who agreed with 
General Adams in the belief that Hamilton 
was innocent of the murder of Gambrell. 

This lamentable tragedy is stirring up the 
entire southwest. The New Orleans Times- 
Democrat says of it: 

Every citizen of New Orleans will hear with deep 
sorrow ofthe killing in Jackson yesterday of @?n- 
eral Wirt Adams, one of the most illustrous citizens 
of Mississippi. No Mississippian was better known 
here than General Adams; he was a frequent visitor 
to this city; was the ambassador sent by our sister 
state of Mississippitoinduce Louisiana to join it in 
the confederacy. Many Louisianians served in his 
gallant command during the war, and few men out- 
side of Louisiana were so united by many bonds to 
itand itspeo); le. A man of honor and courage, pub- 
lie-spirited, determined and active, General Adams 
had proved a valuabie citizen of Mississippi during 
the many years he resided there and served it. 

Of Mr. Martin, the editor of the New Mississippian, 
we know but little, but it is lamentable to reflect 
that in that desperate and bloody rencounter yester- 
day, inthe streets of Jackson, the lives of two of 
Mississippi's sons were brought to a sudden, unnatu- 
ral and awful close, while today the entire country 
stands aghast at the dreadful story. 

Is it not time to calla halt? Is it not time for us, 
standing in the shadow of this most sad and deplor- 
able tragedy, and while the air is yet filled with the 
despairing cries from hearts that have been crushed 
by this heavy blow, to sfop and seriously reflect up- 
on the meaning of these frequent tragic occurrences 
in the south? There can be no question that such 
deeds shock the civilization of the century, and the 
people of the whole south are, in a measure, brought 
to the bar of public opinion, and held responsible. 

It is to be hoped that the end has been 
reached. If the people of Mississippi can- 
not conduct their prohibition campaigns 
without turning their state into a grave- 
yard, they would do well to postpone their 
struggle with a problem so productive of bit- 
terness and strife.

The First Paper Money. 
EpITORS CONSTITUTION: When and where 
did the first paper money originate? &. S. 

In the war between the Spaniards and the Moors. 
In a chronicle written by the pious Padre Antonio 
Agapida, preserved in a fragmentary state in the 
Escural at Madrid, it is recited that the Spanish 
cavaliers surprised and captured the stronghold Al- 
bama, but e'ght leagues distant from the Moorish 
capital of Granada. It was garrisoned and left in 
command of one Count De Tendilla, a man shrewd 
and fullof expedientses well as brave. In the heart 
of the enemy’s country, and surrounded by vigilant 
infidels, the fortress wasisolated from all communi- 
cation with the outside world. Let the good padre 
tell the rest of the story in his own words: 

‘It happened that this Catholic cavalier at one 
time was destitute of gold and silver wherewith to 
pay the wages of his troops; and the soldiers mur- 
mured greatly, secing that they had not the meaus 
of purchasing necessaries from the people of the 
town. Inthis dilemma whatdoes this most saga- 
cious commander? He takes me a number of little 
morsels of paper, on which he inscribes various 
sums, large and small, according to the nature of 
the case, and signs me them with-.his own handand 
name. These did he give tothe soldieryin earnest 
of their pay.

Even so, I an- 
swer, and well paid, too, asI will presently make 
manifest; for the good countissued a proclamation 
ordering the inhabitants of Alhama to take these 
morse)a of paper for the full amount therein in- 
scribed, promising to redeem them at a future time 
with silver and gold, and threatening severe pun- 
ishment to all who shonld refuse. The people, hay- 
ing full confidence in his word, and trusting that he 
would be willing to perform the one promise as he 
certainly was able to perform the other, took these 
curious morselsof paper without hesitation or de- 
mur. Thus, by asubtic and most miraculous kind 
of alchymy, did this Catholic cavalier turn worthless 
paper into gold,and make his late impoverished 
garrison abouud in money.” Itis later chronicled 
that the Count de Tendilla redeemed his promises 
like a loyal knight; and this miracle, as it appeared 
in the eyes of Fra Antonio Agapida, was the first 
instance on record of pe per money, which has since 
inundated the world with unbounded opulence and 
bankruptcy by turns, 


TWO GIRLS FIGHT A DUEL. 


Both Loved the Same Cowboy and Hated 
Each Other. 

San Marcos, N. M., May 3.—A§[duel took 
place a few days ago between two lovesick Mormon 
maidens at a small Mormon settlement in Luna 
valley, thiscounty. They had become enamored 
of the same youth, James Whitman, a cowboy and 
a Gentile. Their names are Sarah Bollon and Mary 
Leemore, aged sixteen and eighteen years, They 
were always friends up to the time of their love 
affair.

Miss Leemore stood like 
a statue about a rod away, looking silently at her 
prostrate rival, with her revolver still smoking in 
berhand. Whenthe men approached to disarm 
her she fled. and shrieked. 

“Yes, I have killed her, and Iam glad of it!"’ 

Miss Bollon was earried to the nearest house, 
where her wound was dressed. She was found to 
be seriously, though not fatally, wounded. No ar- 
rests have yet been mode.

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THE CZAR OF RUSSIA, 


He is a Very Brave Man anda Hard-Working 
Monarch. 
From the Chicago News. 

Stung by the taunts of his cowardice, when 
he made a visit to Moscow, the hotbed of nihilism, 
the czar insisted upon walking alone through a 
crowd of twenty or thirty thousand people, without 
the slightest protection Lut his own sword. The 
wall; of the city had two nights before been myste- 
riously decorated with posters announcirg that the 
end of Alexander's reign had come; that he had 
been triedand found waniing; that the “‘committee’’ 
had declared his death for refusing to give the peo- 
pie a constitutional government. Many arrests had 
been made by the police, who, with all their num- 
bers and acumen, had not been able to detect the 
mysterious billposters, and there was great excite- 
ment throughout the entire city. 

When the moining of the day on which the czar’s 
aeath was to occur arriyed, he announced his inten- 
tion of attending mass at the church of the Annun- 
ciation, within the walls of the Kremlin, anda 
quarter of a mile or so from the palace. The czarina 
and the other members of his family implored him 
to take no such risk; they begged him to have mass 
sung in the chapel of the palace, but he @>clined, 
and even ordered that the police guard should be 
withdrawn. He said that if his time to die had 
come he was ready, but he would not die like a 
coward in seclusion, but he would die like a soldier, 
with his uniform on and his sword in his hand, in 
the ;resence of his people; and so he left the palace 
alone, cladin the uniform of a field marshal, re- 
splendent with gold and silver lace, and walked 
across the parade ground to the eburch. 

The news of his rashness spread quickly among 
the people, who were naturally on the qui vive, ow- 
ing tothe mysterious proclamation of the nibil’s:s, 
and before the mass was over the area within the 
Kremlin walls was crowded with all sorts and con- 
ditions of men, twenty or thirty thousand in num- 
ber. After mass was sung, and he had committed 
his soul to God, the ezar, with his gloves in his hand, 
leftthe church and entered the throng, which 
opened to make passage for him, but one so narrow 
that he could touch the to.dies of thosé who stood 
on either hand. No bomb was required on such an 
occasion; a pistol, or even a knife, would have done 
the business, but with his head erect, and bowing to 
those who had saluted him, the emperor walked 
the entire distance. The crowd was silent and 
almost breathless. Every man present expected 
something would occur, but the only break in the 
czar’s walk that morning was when he reached the 
steps of the palace, stopped, turned his face to the 
people and spoke to them. 

He said that he had been told that he should have 
trouble if he came to Moscow; that sirce he had ar- 
rived he bad been warned by mysterious enemies, 
whose motive he could not understand, that the 
present day was to be his last. He had therefore 
done as all men should do who. expected danger— 
gone to church to ask forgiveness for his sins and 
protection from on high. That protection was not 
denied him. His body, like his soul, was in the 
hands of God, and man hr: d no power to injure him 
without the divine decree. He, therefore, feared 
nothing, and believed that as long as he governed 
the empire with wisdom he should be allowed to 


live. Then, thanking the people with hearty words - 


for their loyalty, he bowed and entered the palace. 

There had been silence till then, but as the czar 
disappeared the crowd broke into a cheer that al- 
most reached the sky. 


Secret of the Lifter’s Power. 


Richard A, Proctor. 

Topham lifted a weight of nearly 3,000 
pounds by the use of the strength of his whole body. 
He stood within a well balanced framework heavily 
loaded aud to be raised by broad strans, two passing 
over his sboulders and two attached to a 
strong waistband. The lifting power was ob- 
tained by straightening his lower limbs aimost 
straight just before lifting and at the same time 
slightly raising his shoulders. The heavily loaded 
framework was thus raised an inch or two, a very 
slight swaying movement showing his spectators 
that it was really free from all contact with the 
ground. So powerful was Topham’s frame from 
this sort of work that he was backed to pull against 
two strong dray horses—his body being in a hori- 
zontal position, and the pull of the horses being re- 
sisted by the pressure of his legs against a fixed hor- 
izontal bar close to the ground, so that the action 
was precisely the same as that employed fn the lift- 
ing experiment. 

The secret of the great lifting power of the legs in 
euch work lies in the fact that the action has that 
exceedingly effective leverage which is employed 
in the Stanhope press, familiarly known, in fact, tor 
this very reason, as ‘‘kuee ljeverage.’’ When the 
legs are nearly upright the knees wy be perhaps 
half a foot from the position they e when the 
legs are straightened. While they move through 
this half foot the body is not raised more than per- 
haps half an inch; page nee or Ow wer in 
rp acorns | the legs is multiplied into a twelve 
fold greater lifting power. It is because of this 
wonderful knee straightening action that lifting ex- 
ercises are apt to develop abnormally the muscles 
of the lower and inner end of the front thigh.

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THE DOUBLE DEATH 
Which Disgraced Mississippi 
Last Tuesday. 


The Fatal Meeting Between Genera} Wirt 
Adams and Mr. Joha H. Martin— 
The Cause of the Tragedy. 


VicKsBURG, Miss., May 3.—[Speciai. 2 
Jackson, Miss., special gives full details ae 
tragedy of last Tuesday. The tragedy occurred 
there about 2:15 p.m. Geneneral Wirt Adams, 
postmaster, and one of the most distinguished 
citizens of the state, and John H. Martin, editor 


,0f the New Mississippian, met in deadly com. 


bat on President street near the corner of 
Amite. Martin had published General Adamg 
mM several personal squibs in his paper forsome 
weeks past, to which General. Adams paid no 
attention. The issue of the New Mississippian 
today contained another and severe personal 
article against him and is supposed to be the 
direct cause of today’s tragedy. 

They met at the time and place above stated 
General Adams going north and Martin south. 

Mr. Farish, who was walking with Genera} 
Adams, says that as they approached each 
other General Adams accosted Marin and 
said, in effeet: “You damn rascal, I have 
stood enough from you,” and Martin replied, 

If you don’t like it,” simultaneously with the 
remark he drew his pistol and commenced fir- 
ing and got behind a large china tree on the 
outer edge of the pavement, two anda half 
feet in diameter. General Adams also firdd 
about the same time, but Farish, though net 
certain, thinks that Martin shot first. 

Mr. Thomas Helm, Jr., who was sitting at 
his window just across the street, immediately 
opposite the scene of the conflict, some sixty 
fect distant, says “that he was looking out of” 
the window south and saw General Adams 
and Farish coming up the street. They passed 
his line of vision and on hearing a shot Re 
looked around and saw Martin on his knees 
behind the tree, and he heard him cry out and 
saw him fire at General Adams, and the gen- 
eral walking around the tree to get at him and 
firing at the same time. Martin scrambled to 
a little south of the tree and continued firing, 
General Adams reached the north side of the 
tree, following Martin, when he fell.’’ 

Both died in less than one minute. Martin 
said to those who first reached the scene: “I 
am dead,’’and died immediately. General 
Adams never spoke. General Adams had but 
one wound and that was directly through the 
heart. Martin was @ot inthe right breast, 
two and three-quarter inches left of the right 
nipple and in the upper part of the right leg, 
breaking the thigh bone. There was also a 
ballet hole in his hand. Both men used Colt’s 
six-shooters, Martin a forty-one calibre and 
Adams a forty-four. All the shells in Martin’s 
pistol were exploded. Three shells in General 
Adams’s were exploded,and one gave eyi- 
dence of having been snapped upon, but failed 
to fire. Two of the shells were intact. 

Tho following are the publications which are 
supposed to have led to the difficulty:

And again, today: ‘‘People who 
do not receive the New Mississippian regularly 
will please remember that since we exposed the 
obliquy of General Wirt Certificate Adams, 
the postoftice is endeavoring to wreak its spite 
against the paper in every possible way. This 
paper has to be in the postoffice about a half 
or an hour sooner than the republican paper 
here, or it is mad to Jay over for another mail, 
It is strange how made some men get when 
the plain truth is told about them in print, and 
yet this paper is feeling remarkably well.” 

An untold gloom hangs over and the deepest 
sorrow pervades this community in conse-

Hover Overthe Democratic Hosts 
in Mass Meeting. 


The President, His Administration and Policy 
Indorseti— Delegates to the State Con- 
vention—A Quiet Meeting. 


Harmony reigned at the democratic mass 
meeting last night. 

During the day there were many rumors 
afloat, to the effect that there would be ‘‘fun 


at that meeting. 

The rumors proved groundless. 
A}l was peaceful and ‘‘calm asa May morn, 
and everything moved along with a degree of 
harmony and unanimity that was truly beau- 
- was 7:46 when Chairman C. A. Collier 
called the meeting to order, and there were 
present im the courthouse between two hun- 
dred and three hundred democratic voters, 
many of them leaders in the party. 

THE ORGANIZATION, 

As soon as the meeting was called to order, 
Mr. Hoke Smith took the floor and nominated 
Colonel Thomas P. Westmoreland as perma- 
nent chairman ofthe meeting, The motion 


was unanimously carried. 

On taking the chair Mr. Westmoreland 
thanked the meeting for the confidence which 
they showed him. He said the purpose of the 
meeting was to elect delegates to the May con- 
yention. He stated that he bgjieved there 
was no difference of opinion in the meeting— 
thatthe democrats present were all of one 
heart and one mind, and that the action, he 
thought, would be perfectly harmonious. He 
announced the meeting ready for business. 

On motion of Mr. Jack Spald- 
ing, Mr. Frank Arnold was unanimously 
elected secretary. 

Mr. Charles Collier rose and said: ‘I think 
that the object of the meeting is to select two 
sets of delegates—one to the May convention— 
the other to the convention to nominate state 
house officers in August.”’ 

Mr. Walter Brown said that he presented the 
resolution under which this mass meeting was 
called, and that the meeting was called for the 
single purpose of selecting delegates to the 
state convention, to name delegates to the na- 
tional democratic convention. 

Mr. Albert Cox made the point of order that 
there was nothing before the meeting, and the 
chairman decided the point well taken. 

- RESOLUTIONS ADOPTED. 

Mr. Hoke Smith offered the following reso- 
lutions, which were unanimously adopted: 

Resolved, That the democracy of Fulton county 
cordiaily indorse the. administration of Grover 
Cleveland as manly, wise and patriotic, and as 
worthy of the great party to which he belongs. 

Resolved, That we earnestly desire his renomina- 
tion, and instruct our delegates to the state conven- 
tion to vote for delegates to the St. Louis convention 
who will support Cleveland for renomination upon 
a platform embodying the principles of his message- 

zesoived, That the message of President Cleve, 
land urging a reduction of the taxes upon the “nec- 
essaries of life,’ and his course and the course of 
our democratic members in congress who sustained 
him, attacking monopolies and trusts, meet with 
our hearty approval, and in serving the interests of 
the great masses of our people they are performing 
tlle true purpose of government, and they are sus- 
taining the time-houored record of the democratic 
party. 

George Hillyer offered the following 
resolution which was unanimously carried. 

Resolyed, That the Fulton democracy hereby in- 
dorse the course of Senator Alfred H. Colquiit and of 
our immekiate representative, Judge John D, Stew- 
art, for the high service they have rendered in con- 
gress in support of tariff reform and of President 
Cleveland s adminisiration. 

; APPOINTING DELEGATES. 

Mr. C. A. Collier moved that the chairman 
appoint a committee of five to suggest dele- 
gates to the convention. 

This was adopted and the chairman appoint- 
ed as this committee Messrs. C. A Collier, M. 
C. Kiser, Albert Cox, James A. Anderson and 
George Hillyer. 

Mr. Kisct asked to bé exénsed from serving 
on the committee, and the chairappointed Mr. 
H. H. Cabaniss in his place. 

The committee retired, and the chairman 
announced that the meeting would either take 
a recess during their absence or that the meet- 
ing might call on such gentlemen as they de- 
sired to hear from. 

There were numerous calls for Mr. Hoke 
Smith, who ascended the platform and made 
a short speech. 

MR. SMITH SPEAKS. 

He said that this was one of the happiest 

hours of his life. He was proud of Atlanta, 


and when he saw the great democracy of Ful-, 
_ ton county standing squarely up to the great 


wrinciples of the party he was happy indeed. 
Por a ong time before the year 
1884 the democratic party had _ been 
out of power, while the  republi- 
can party had filled the ofiices of the govern- 
ment or had used those public offices for pri- 
vate gain. Butin 1854the democratic party 
nominated and elected a gentleman who came 
directly from the great masses of the people— 
a gentleman of ability, a gentleman of hon- 
esty,a gentleman whose whole record had 
been one long fight upon corruption. Cleve- 
land was an honest man who had _ beaten 
Blaine, the tool of the corruptionists, who, as 
a public man, had filled his 
pocket. Mr.Cleveland had risen high above 
the desire for his personal good in his devotion 
tothe people—had written a message to con- 
gress, Which carried the democratic party to 
the country on a great general issue, which 
destroyed all merely seciontal issues--a general 
issue which the democrats of all the states 
Without regard to section could fight for side 
by side. This great issue was better than sec- 
tional strife. The principle of this issue was 
that money should not be wrung from the 
great masses of the people and put in the 
pockets of a few fostered monopolists of Penn- 
sylvania and New York. President Cleve- 
Jand’s course had called fourth the opposition 
of the money-bags, as was to have been ex- 

cted, but he had shown his devotion to the 

nterests of the people—the interest of the 
masses as against the classes. Iam proud to 
say that the democracy of Fulton county have 
indorsed this great man, our leader, who will 
again lead us to success. 

Mr. Smith praised the magnificent argument 
of Congressman Mills, of Texas, which hesaid 
had been made in the interest of the masses of 
the people, and closed by saying: ‘I am proud 
to know that Fulton county democrats santd 
&quarely by Cleveland, Colquitt and Carlisle.” 

There*were calls for Mr. Harris and other 
gentlemen, but before he could respond the 
comuittee to suggest delegates appeared.

Louis in Jnne 188s, 
Baid delegates to be elected by the state conveution, 

Resolved, That the delegates elected tonight are 
directed to present to said convention the name of 
the Hon. Jack J. Spalding as one of the delegates 
from this district to the national eonvention; 

A motion of Captain W. H. Harrison, that 
the delegates to the state convention be em- 
powered to select alternates, was adopted. 

A resolution by Mr. Hoke Smith, that the

PIGG VANN, 


The Man Who Killed White at 
Summerville, 


Has Been Removed to the Jail in Rome for 
Safe-Keeping—An Interesting Story 


- Details of the Crime. 


Colonel John R. Towers, who was in the city 
yesterday,“stated that Pig Vann, the | man 
who killed G. C. White, the mail-carrier, at 
Summerville on last Tuesday afternoon, has 
been removed from the jail at Summerville to 
the jail at Rome for safe keeping. 

It is reliably stated that Prig Vaun and a 
man named Johnson were in Rome last Mon- 
day, and thatas soon as the news of Henry 
Pope’s respite reached that point they at once 
set out to carry the news to Summerville, 
which place they reached before nightfall. 

They got toSummerville, at least two hours 
before Sheriff Moore of Floyd, who left Rome 
at two o’clock Monday afterooon in a hack and 
drove rapidly. 

A short time before two o’clock Tuesday 
morning, while Mr. White, the mail carrier, 
was attending to his horses in his stable at 
Summerville, a number of disguised men 
passed by this stable. White  recog- 
nized several of, the party who 
are supposed te have been part 
of the lonehale who took a hand in hanging 
Pope from the courthouse balcony. It is 
thought these men saw and recognized White 
in his stable, but there is no proof of if, as 
lynchers are not in the habit of exposing them- 
selves, and dead men tell no tales. 

Late inthe day upon which the lynching 
took place Vann tackled White on the street 
in Summerville and a quarrel ensued which 
resulted in Vann drawing his pistol] and shoot- 
ing White to death. 

The first report of the killing, which reached 
Rome late Monday afternoon, was to the effect 
that the men had quarreled about acow, but 
late}JTuesday night rumors were prevalent in 
Rome that White had been killed because it 
was feared he would tell about having seen the 
masked men who passed by his stable before 
the lynching occurred. ha ed 

Pig Vann was arrested after killing White 
and confined in the jail at Summerville, in the 
same cell from which the negro —— had been 
dragged by the mob and murdered, over Gov- 
ernor Gordon’s respite. 

The remova! of Vann to Rome for safe keep- 
ing may mean one of two things—either 
through fear that he would be taken out and 
lynched after the manner of Pope, or to pre- 
vent his friends from rescuing him from the 
hands of the law. Gocd people in Rome asseit 
that White was a sober, steady, inoffensive cit- 
izen and say that Vann is a drinking man of 
desperate character.
